NENAGH, Monday. 


ORTUNE favoured the 58th annual 
F fixture of the Nenagh Show Com- 
mittee held to-day. For this occa- 
sion at least the cloud of de regsion hang- 
ing over the countryside was dispelled. Free 
from their labours on the land, on account 
of the day being a Church holiday, farmers 
and their families came from miles around 
to spend the afternoon at the show. The 
gate receipts were, therefore, most encourag- 
ing. The weather conditions were g 
and the jumping competitions were followed 
with enthusiasm. 

For the prizes offered in 207 classes, there 
were nearly 1,200 entries, or 350 more than 
last year. In every respect the show may 
be regarded as one of the best ever held in 
Nenagh. In two years time the show 
committee will be celebrating tts diamond 
jubilee, when, no doubt, a specia! effort will 
be made to beat all records. 

To-day’s fixture brought together a splen- 
did display of stock. Young horses, suit- 
able for hunters, were a very promising lot, 
and the pick of the yearlings by a thorough- 
bred stallion was Mr. Gerald Flynn’s colt by 
Rowland, The best of the two-year-olds, 
likely to make huriters, was Mr. J. J. 
’Meara’s well-balanced bay gelding, Mis- 
chief, by Pop Along, Mr. M. Going’s 
ba geldi ing by Flying Keel being reserve. 

Rome of the best horses in the area were 
included in the two classes for hunters, Lady 
Helen McCalmont leading in the “ made”’ 
hunter class with her fine moving bay, Walls- 
borough, while Mr. A. C. Drought led the 
four-year-olds with a chestnut gelding by 
Rowland. 

Shorthorns predominated in the cattle sec- 
tion, and there was keen competition, not 
only in the ordinary classes, but also in the 
contest for the Shorthorn Society’s breed 
medal, which was awarded to Mount St. 
Joseph, Roscrea, for the massive four-year- 
old roan, Newham Dairy Sovereign. Mr. 
R. A. Williams, Cloughjordan, won the 
Beechwood Cup for registered dairy cows 
belonging to the members of the local Cow 
Testing Association with Empress Lady, a 
1,351 gallon roan of great substance. Mr. 
B. C: Williams was reserve for this honour 
with Roan Nell, a 1,055 gallon cow that 
looked well. 

Some useful Herefords were exhibited, and 
the breed medal was awarded to Mr. W. 
Hoare, Birr, for his typical cow, Rash, by 
Glynwood Horatio. 

r. T. Hanly, Glenbreena, won the Irish 
Aberdeen-Angus Association’s breed medal 
for his well-brought-out bull, Gurteen Victor, 
the Earl of Rosse being reserve with a cow. 

The competitions resulting from the opera- 
tions of the Show Committees Calf Club 
aroused great interest, and indicated what 
can be done to stimulate interest in stock- 
breeding among juveniles. 

Sheep made a good display, and there were 
also excellent turn-outs of poultry, butter 
and horticultural produce. 

The North Tipperary County Committee 
of Agriculture had an educational exhibit, 
which attracted much attention. 

Mr. P. J. Cross and Mr. James O'Meara 
acted with efficiency as hon. secretaries. The 
catering was done by a ladies’ committee. 

The horticultural section is worthy of 
special mention, The entries in every de- 
partment were of an exceptionally high stan- 
dard and showed a considerable increase in 
number over those of last year. The 
vegetable classes were well filled, and the 
quality all that could be desired. 

The fruit classes, considering the time of 
year, were simply wonderful in the quality, 
colouring and size of the exhibits. eauty 
of Bath Apple was extensively shown, and 
such pular varieties as Charles Ross, 
Grenadier, ——— Gladstone, Lady Sudley 
and Peargoods Nonsuch were -also much 
admired, 

The cottagers’ and plotholders’ classes for 
vegetables were also well filled, and the 
quality of the various kinds was excellent. 

In the flower section, which poceuee the 
greater portion of an enormous marquee, the 
competition was so close that the judges had 
considerable difficulty in placing their 
awards. In addition to the beautiful 
herbaceous flowers, magnificent stands of 
Sweet Peas, Roses, Gladioli, Begonas, etc., 
were in evidence. 

In every department this show reflects the 
highest credit on the Committee, and to the 
county horticultural instructor, Mr. Bracken, 
to whose zeal and efforts much of the educa- 
tional value of the show is to be attributed.

INTENTION TO IGNORE 
POLICE ORDER.

AHMEDABAD,. Monday. 
Miss Madeleine Slade, the British 
Admiral’s daughter, who, as one of 
Gandhi’s most fervent disciples, has 
already suffered imprisonment for her 
political beliefs, again proposes to defy 
the authorities. 
Miss Slade, or Mira Ben, as she is better 
known in India, arrived here to-day from 
Benares, and was immediately served with 
an order signed by the Commissioner of 
Police of Bombay indefinitely extending 
the ban placed last month on her return 
to Bombay. 
Miss Slade. however, intends to ignore 
the Police Commissioner’s order and to

An Invaded Sanctuary. 


. Nothing could show more clearly the 
improvemnt in the general treatment of 
birds that has taken place within the last 
thirty years than the account in an Irish 
sporting paper, dated 1903, of the bom- 
bardment of a large rock near Achill. 
This rock was famous in those days as a 
refuge for sea birds of every description. 
They bred and ne:ted there. and when 
people from the mainland who were in- 
terested in their habits rowed out to the 
rock they could scarcely walk between the 
nests, where sea birds of all kinds sat side 
by side. A friend of those birds wrote 
about the bombardment of the rock, which 
was chosen as a target by the practising 
guns of the Channel Fleet, and I can- 
not do better than repeat his own words: 
“ During the early part cf May in 1902,’’ 
his letter says, “the Channel Fleet spent 
a ‘day shelline the rock. and this cecurred 
at a time when the birds were nesting 
and sitting. The result was that they 
were destroyed in countless numbers. 
Hundreds of birds of all kinds were 
wathed ashore on the main'and; the sea 
was dotted with them -for miles, and the 
rock itself was strewn with them. The 
big shells of barbette guns have blown 
holes in the rock in which a tramcar 
might be placed.” The writer, who was 
a lover of birds, had more to say on the 
subject; but this extract from his letter 
is quite enough to call up a very poignant 

icture of birds who thought that thev 
had foand sanctuary for the eggs. which 
they tried to guard. 


perties that will petrify wooden articles 
still exists. in the lough district, and, I 
believe, in America. 

Recently I asked a man, who knows the 
district thoroughly, if he had ever seen 
any of these petrified articles. He told 
me that he had seen a black noggin 
many years ago, which had all the quali- 
ties of ‘‘ lignum vitae,” and, it seemed, 
was petrified in Lough Neagh. He was 
rather surprised to learn ‘that some 
American antique dealers have been sell- 
ing what are supposed to be similar 
articles for some time past. I have been 
talking to a lady who bought one of these 
some time ago, and she was under the im- 
pression that quite a number of people 
were employed at Lough Neagh, making 
and immersing these articles for the 
American market. The explanation, I 
think, is simple. Within recent years 
America has seen a great: many Irish 
tourist and travel books, most of which 
refer to this belief about Lough Neagh. 
Some enterprising and patriotic manufac- 
turer, seeing a possible market, came to 
the conclusion that these petrified an- 
tiques could be made at home, instead of 
sending away to Ireland for them. It is 
quite possible, too, that he was able to 
supply an equal, if not superior, article. 


Che Irish Heu. 


‘While the jigs and reels and hornpipes 
of Ireland have not only lived on, but 
have recently regained a great deal of their 
former popularity, the dance known as the 


Irish Hey seems to have disappeared com- | 


pletely. There is a. good deal of uncer- 
tainty about the exact form of this dance, 
but it is inferred from a study of the 
available references to the Hey, that it | 
was the earliest and simplest form of the 
round dance. Strangely enough, there 
are several references in English literature 
to this dance, and always it is qualified 
by the word “ Irish.’’~ In “‘The Shep- 
herd’s Holiday,” dated 1598, the writer 
mentions “ roundelays and Irish Heys”; 
and another English writer is responsible 
for a poem in which the couplet occurs: 
“The piper he struck up and merrily did 
lay 
The meting of the sheets and eke the Irish 
ey.”

‘“ STRANGERS IN LOVE” AT 
THE CAPITOL.

One could not describe ‘‘Strangers in 
Love ” as being in any way an outstanding 
him, but it can be recommended as good 
eutertainment. In most respects it conforms 
to the standards of the ordinary American 


picture—a dash of romantic appeal, a fair 
amount of melodrama, and comic relief to 


taste. At the same time, it is lifted a little 
above the usual level by a certain novelty 
in the plot and distinctly good dialogue. 

The idea of a man who poses as his own 
twin brother is not, of course, a new one, 
but I do not remember having seen it treated 
before on the screen. 
two brothers Drake, though exactly alike, are 
men of very different character. One of them 
is a note! Egyptologist, with a weak heart 
and rather nasty habits, while the other (for 
some reason not specified) has fallen on evil 
days and is penniless. 

In the course of a stormy interview between 
the two the elder twin’s weak heart takes 
its effect, and he falls dead. Faced with this 
awkward situation, the other decides to 
change clothes with him and to assume his 
identity. 

The complications which follow from such a 
step .can well imagined. .All goes very 
well at first: he has exchanged poverty for 
a fine house and plenty of money, while he 
resemblés his dead brother to such a remark- 
able degree that there seems to be no reason 
why the deception shovld not be continued 
indefinitely. But life is not quite so easy as 


that 
INGENIOUS FAKING, 

In the first place, his brother was engaged 
on a very abstruse book on ancient Egyptian 
monuments, and the typist whe turns up 
next morning to take his dictation cannot 
understan® his reluctance to go on with ‘t. 
Moreover; a number of mysterious people of 
whom he knows absolutely nothing call at the 
house, and threaten him with police proceed- 
ings if he does not pay them money.+ In 
urder to get rid of them he decides to do so. 
only to remember that his signature on the 
cheque would instantly give the game away. 

He falls in love with his typist, and finds 
that she will have nothing to. dv. with him 
because his brother has apparently swindled 
her family out of all they possess. Events, 
in fact, go from bad to worse, until he is on 


the point of being imprisoned for his brother’s 


sharp practices, but. patrons of the cinema 
will not need to be told that all is set right 
before the final fade-out. 

The story is amusingly and deftly told, 
while the good acting of Frederic March and 
Kay Francis is worth going to see for its own 
sake. One remarkable feature of this picture 
is the fact that March takes the part of both 
brothers, and conducts, so to speak, a long 
duologue with himself. We have seen similar 
pieces of faking on the cinema before, but 
they are not usually so ‘ingenious as this 
In general, the necessities of a double 
exposure keep the two figures _ strictly 
separated, but in this case they move freely 
about the room, pass behind aad in front of 
each other, and on one occasion even appear 
to be shaking hands.

In this instance the organising _ settlements at Regent’s Park, 


London, and Brighton, Sussex, that now 
maintain 2,200 blind ex-soldiers and their 
4,800 dependents, was told by Mr. R. Young, 
of St. Dunstan’s, Regent's Park, to Dublin 
Rotarians at lunch in Clery’s Restaurant 
yesterday. | 

Mr. Young, himselí blinded, and who was 
maimed at Givenchy when he was nineteen, 
gave a vivid description of the work and aims 
of St. Dunstan’s from the time when it was 
founded, sixteen years ago, to the present 
day. There sightless men were taught how 
to make their fingers take the place of eyes, 
how to read Braille and to use a typewriter. 
Then they were asked what trade they would 
like to learn, and soon a small army of 
es boot-repairers, basket-makers 
and poultry farmers sprang into being. Other 
men were trained in the professions of 
massage and telephony, while the men who 
specialised’ in shorthand and rp pee 
were now competing successfully with sighted 
men in business and Government offices. 


TRAINING THE MEN. 

‘‘ Training the men is only the beginning of 
St. Dunstan’s responsibilities,’ said Mr. 
Young. ‘ Suitable houses and shops have to 
be found for them, and all the tools and 
equipment necessary for their job provided. 
Each family comes under the care of the 
After-Care Organisation, which looks after 
them in every way. The men and their wives 
and children are cared for when they are ill; 
every difficulty which crops up in their lives 


‘is smoothed out, and any goods which the men 


make, but cannot sell locally, are taken by 
the Sales Department, which pays the worker 
generously and takes on itself the finding of 
purchasers. Also 6s. a week is paid for every 
child until the age of sixteen out of the St. 
Dunstan’s Blinded Soldiers’ Children Fund. 
At the present moment there are more than 
2,200 children benefiting through the Fund."’ 


SIGHTLESS, NOT ALWAYS BLIND. 
Mr. Young deprecated the habit of the well- 
intentioned, who, in trams, trains and ‘buses. 
express aloud their sympathy for the sight- 
less. “ Sightless people are not always blind 
ple,” he said. ‘‘ They may be sightless, 
ut they have ears. They are only normal 
people who cannot see, I dont know 
whether it is merely amusing or pathetic to 
encounter the strange ideas the average seeing 
folk have of us. Above all, it is never true 
of us at St. Dunstan’s that we are ‘ blind and 
cannot see.’ How that. institution enables us 
to play our part in life generally, and in in- 
dustry in particular, is a real revelation to 
the uninitiated.”’ 

Once in a train he was asked by a man, 
with a wooden leg, was he not afraid to 
marry lest his children, too, might be blind, 
and he had to reply: " Do you think your 
children would have wooden legs? ” 

Other visitors introduced to the Rotary Club 
were: Mr. Lars Anderfelt, Assistant Secre- 
tary, Swedish Chamber of Commerce in 
London; Mr. Henry Franklin, of Sligo; and 
Mr. Bertram 8.

SUNDAY RACING. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Since the appearance of the corre- 
spondence between Mr. Edward Bohane, on 
behalf of the Royal Dublin Society, and ‘Mr. 
Harry Peard, of the Pheenix Park Club, and 
your able leader on the same subject, racing 
men have been busy, wherever they met, in 
discussing the pros and cons of proposed 
changes. All are agreed that the closing 
down of the Phenix Park Club would be a 
disastrous blow to the interests of Irish 
racing and horse-breeding. Yet Mr. Bohane 
says that, if the Park persists in holding a 
Wednesday meeting--which it mtends to do— 
he will continue the Horse. Show on Satuar- 
day, in which event, Mr, Peard says, the 
Phenix Park Club will “bave to go into 
liquidation.’’ Is there no way out? Most 
of us will agree, I think, that we are trying 
to force too much into one week, and. that 
Dublin easily could support the division of 
her great Horse Show event over two weeks, 
if—but only tf—something can be. done to 
keep visitors here, and entertained, on the 
Sunday. The one way-to do this—and this 
way would be a blessing to the hard-hit Irish 
breeders—is to hold a great race meeting on 
the Sunday and to run the Phenix Plate on 
that day. This would mean that all the 
workers, who have “only Sunday off, could, 
and would, go racing on that day, and that 
ES jockeys and trainers would fly over 
and take part in our racing on their free day. 
lt would mean wealth for the Phenix Park 
Club and would enable them to give bi 
stakes to owners; and a free sweepstakes of 
£100 in place of their present ‘‘ pony ’’ would 
draw the whole of sporting Ireland within 
their gates. 

The days of the sales, too. might then be 
changed. At present our English buyers have 
no time for the Show and see no racing. 
They arrive on Tvesday and depart on 
Wednesday night. Hold the sales of good 
yearlings on Saturday morning and all day 
on Monday, and, with the race day in be- 
tween, you «will have all the trainers and 
buyers from the other side, with nothing to 
prevent them from being: with us, No im- 
portant English racing clashes with these 
dates.

}PEAKING at a meeting of farmers, which 
S was held in the Town Hall, Carlow, Mr. 

Scamus Lennon, said that in view of the 
present very serious position of the agricultural 
industry he thought that it was the duty of the 
Government to take control of the whole 
financial economic resources of the State, in 
order to bring the present fight to a successful 
conclusion. He had forty-two cattle on his 
land, and, in one night, he lost between £90 
and £120 by the tariff on live-stock. The 
wage-earning capacity of his farm was re- 
duced forty to sixty per cent. If the farmers 
all over the country were properly organised 
they, could bring to a standstill the public 
services mm the country in one day. A drastic 
reduction was necessary in the salaries paid to 
public officials. 

The present Government had done good 
things. but he warned them that if they did 
not: t#ke full control of the present situation 
and take action to help the farmers nothing 
would be left next spring. : 

Mr. L. Brady, Portlaoighise, said that he 
welcomed the Government's action as the 
first step to full separation from England. 
He did not think it was fair that the whole 
burden of the present struggle should be 
placed on the shoulders of the farmers. 

Mr. Brown said that they were all whole- 
heartedly behind the Government, but the 
farmers required immediate relief if the 
| struggle was to be fought out successfully. 

Resolutions were adopted pledging every 
support to the Government, calling on the 
Government to withdraw their offer of arbi- 
tration, and that the moneys accruing from 
the suspense account be used to help the 
country in the present crisis. A further reso- 
lution was adopted calling on the Government 
to set up the Food Prices Commission at 
once.

The Manly Chest. 


The cult of nakedness has become so 
flagrant in Prussia that it has provoked 
a State decree for the protection of 
decency. German ideas on this subject 
are liberal, and the decree, according to 
Irish notions, is by no means severe. It 
prohibits deliberate displays of nakedness 
in cabarets and theatres, but puts no ban 
on naked bathers—or even on the earnest 
colonies of sun-secking nudists—so long 
as such persons keep “ themselves to 
themselves.” Compared with Germany, 
England is still a Puritan country. Her 
seaside resorts, indeed, give a licence to 
women in the matter of clothing, or lack 
of it, that would have shocked former 
generations; but “ university costume,”’ 
which the Continent long ago discarded, 
still is incumbent upon her male bathers. 
The recent hot weather, however, has pro- 
duced a mild revolt against this restric- 
tion, and “ the manly chest ' has been 
the theme of copious correspondence in 
Many writers have urged 
that, during the hot weather at the sea- 
side, the confinement of the upper part of 
the male body in “ university costume ”” 
is a sin against comfort, and that the ex- 
posure of a well-made torso is defensible 
on esthetic grounds. Yesterday a corre- 
spondent carried the argument to a further 
stage. His soul is moved to pity by the 
sight of “ droves.of Britisl workmen, 
sweltering in the hot sun over road repairs 
or work upon the permanent way. In- 
variably they are clothed in a plethora of 
unseasonable and unlovely garnients, in- 
cluding long cloth trousers and cloth 
caps."’ He contrasts these burdened 
workers with the bronzed and brawny 
Titans, stripped to the waist, who toil 
cheerfully on German and Austrian road- 
sides, and urges that ““the sunlight stored 
beneath so many acres of English skin 
would be a cheap addition to our national

CHANCELLOR DELIGHTED.

OTTAWA, Monday. 


The news of the success of the conversion 
scheme reached its author, Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, while he was taking part 
in a committee meeting of the Imperial 
conomic Conference. In an interview 
with the Press Association, Mr. Chamber- 
lain sent the following personal messaze 
to the British people : — s 
‘ The result exceeds all my expectations. 
It more than justifies the confidence I 
expressed in the House of Commons in 
the commonsense and patriotism of our 
people. A further great step has been 
taken towards the revival of enterprise 
and prosperity, and such a striking 
success will encourage the whole world. 
“I wish to thank all who contributed 
towards the achievement of such a 
triumph—Those who organised the work 
of the last month; the Press, whose splen- 
did and whole-hearted support has been 
invaluable; the staffs, who had to work 
so hard, and, above all, the holders of 
War Lean themselves, whose response has 
been so decisive.’ 


OUTSTANDING SUCCESS. 


The Press Association’s City Correspon- 
dent states:—The City will, undoubtedly, 


as an outstanding success. Acceptance of 
the offer by holders of £1,850,000,000 of 
War Loan out of £2,087,000,000, prior to 
July 31, is itself well beyond general ex- 
pectation. What is even more impressive 
is thet applications for payment have 
been sent in by holders of only about 
£48,000,000 of stock. 

Added to the amount converted, this, 
deducted from the total outstanding, 
leaves about £189,000,000 still to be ac- 
counted for. Probably no action will be 
taken by the holders of the greater part 
vf this stock, which will thus be converted 
automatically. The amount of War Stock 
left for the Government to repay, when 
the scheme is finally closed on September 
50, 18, therefore, likely to amount to a 
relatively small sum. 

The Stock Exchange anticipates that 
steps will be announced shortly to deal 
with this maturity.

“In order to supply that want, and 
hoping more from our example than from 
our strength that the moral tone of the 
people would be improved by the growth 
of an organisation standing only for free 
votes, free speech, free Press, and against 
Communism, this association was formed. 
It was believed that such an organisation 
would gradually win to its fold everything 
that is strong and decent in the country. 
In deciding to form the Association we saw 
the danger of our objects being misinter- 
preted asa threat or challenge or menace 
to the Government of the country. We 
were so anxious to make our position clear 
on that particular point that the very first 
article in the document publicly expressed 
our intention always of supporting the law- 
fully constituted Government of the State: 
in the maintenance of law and order. 


NO.MENACE TO GOVERN- 
MENT. 


“I notice that one Minister had pointed 
out in a speech delivered yesterday that he 
did not want any such assistance. Accord- 
ing to him the State had sufficient power 
to maintain the law. I hope that is a 
correct statement, and I hope that they 
have sufficient power, but I cannot forget

A sensation was caused in court during 
the trial here of a number of Germans of 
Czechoslovak nationality on a charge of 
conspiracy against the Republic, when a 
postcard addressed to the judge was read. 
threatening assassination of the President 
of the Republic, President Masaryk, and 
the Prime Minister. M. Udrzal, in the 
event of the accused men being found 
guilty. The postcard was purported to 
have been sent by National Socialists. 

The case, which opened on August 8. 
is arousing great interest. Seven young 
Germans are standing their trial as a test 
for a total of 263 persons accused, most 
of whom belonged to an association called 
the ‘* Volsport.”’ 

This was described as an organisation 
for physical training, but the prosecution 
alleged that it was a branch of the Ger- 
man National Socialist Party, constituted 
especially with a view to bringing about 
an armed revolt against the Czechuslovak 
Government. and to unite with Germany 
those districts of Bohemia possessing a 
German-speaking majority. 

The revolt. it is alleged, was to have 
coincided with the triumph of the Nazis, 
as the result of the recent general elec- 
tion in Germany. 

The defence intend, if necessary, and

“ We have seen the rise and fall of 
empires and kingdoms, but we march on 
with the multitude, reconstructing old 
civilisations. In the plenitude’ of strength 
and united hope before us, we may now 
attempt the seemingly impossible. We 
meet as members of the same family, 
bound together by the mutual tie of 
allegiance to one ing-Emperor, with no 
idea of imperial isolation, but for the peace 
and prosperity of the whole world.” 

In these words Mr. Baldwin - to-day 
summed up before a crowded meeting at 
the Canadian Club here the hopes and 
ideals of the Imperial Economic Con- 
ference, which, he pointed out, had in 
ultimate view the perpetuity of the 
British Empire and the reconstruction of 
world civilisation on the basis of spiritual 
unity. | 

After happy references to the unity 
which has been manifested in the Con- 
ference, Mr. Baldwin stressed the larger 
ideals evolving from the present welter of 
world uncertainty, with each nation and 
race maintaining its own. national 
consciousness, but finally resulting with- 
out ‘‘sloppy internationalism’’ into a 
better world civilisation based on the 
teachings of Christianity. 


A NEW ERA. 


The deliberations of the Conference, 
said Mr. Baldwin, would enable all the 
representatives of the Empire to under- 
stand each other better, and prepare for 
their future responsibilities amid changing 
problems and world perspectives. Like 
the sunset’s afterglow, seen from his room 
in the hote] here. said Mr. Baldwin, there 
was a forecast, perhaps, of a new era for 
world civilisation. 

The British Empire stood as heirs of 
the great empires and civilisations of the 
past, and progress towards the spiritual 
unity of the nations of the earth was 
being made. The results of the Conference 
were showing the greater efficiency with 
which the countries of the Empire could 
conduct their own houses. and their 
relationships with sister mations, and 
augured ‘similar beneficial results for the 
world outside. The guiding principle for 
the Empire, and also for the world, should 
be duty to God and duty to work, com- 
bining spiritual ideals with » materia! 
necessities, 

Each part of the Empire, Mr. Baldwin 
declared, must be true to itself, and 
preserve its own soul aspirations and 
national consciousness. The Empire was 
based on the freedom of all its parts, 
both economically and politically. 

In a special reference Ao Canada, Mr. 
Baldwin spoke of ‘‘ this glamorous land,”’ 
where, perhaps, in the far distant future, 
the future of the British race would lie. 
He noted the Canadian respect for law

THE BETTER ROAD. 


In a leading article The Times observes: 
The outcome of the Ottawa Conference is 
now so far assured that if is possible to 
estimate at least its general character. 
Some attempt, no doubt, will be made to 
sum it up at the plenary session on Thurs- 
day. Committees will still remain in 
session to work out the details. Many 
weeks may elapse before it is possible to 
piece together the whole picture, and there 
is bound also to be a certain period of 
secrecy before some of the trade arrange- 
ments can be presented to the various 
Parliaments for action. But the broad 
results of the Conference are already plain, 
and in all the circumstances they repre- 
sent a very remarkable achievement. 
So, at least, it must seem to 
those whose expectations beforehand 
were sanest, and who have watched 
with some trepidation the  succes- 
sive perils of a most formidable task. 
In the nature of things the results could 
never have been spectacular. They are 
not to be summarised in a slogan. To put 
them in their baldest and most prosaic 
form, they will be found to consist of a 
series of provisional agreements, some 
some multilateral, for the ex- 
tension of various lines of trade between 
the countries of the Empire, with a pre- 
vailing tendency to do this by preferring, 
where possible, so far as Great Britain 1s 
concerned, to take the natural products of 
the Dominions, and, so far as the 
Dominions are concerned, by lowering the 
present tarifis against British exports. 

There is nothing to suggest that they 
will involve any sacrifice on either side of 
these agreements which is even compar- 
able with their advantages. The essence 
of them is that in bulk they will 
mean a considerable—sometimes a very 
large—increase of commerce between 
that great group of countries which 
are best equipped by tradition and 
common ties to do business with one 
another; and this increase will continue 
to grow. The course has been set in the 
right direction. In his opening speech 
just: a month ago Mr. Baldwin ventured 
to express the opinion that Ottaws 
marked the point where two road 
diverged. The one, he said, led to the 
development of purely national interests; 
the other to closer imperial unity and 
mutual co-operation in trade. And he 
added with profound truth that a definite 
choice of the latter road was of far greater 
importance than the actual distance 
covered at this particular Conference. 
Amid much oratory, which was both 
more detailed and more dramatic, Mr. 
Baldwin’s forecast may have sounded to 
some of his audience a little cautious 
when the Conference began; but no one 
now can doubt that he was right. The 
first and most important outcome of 
Ottawa is that the British Empire has 
definitely chosen the better road,

Mr. Gilbert Frederick Hibbs, of Bristol, 
said that when the two girls and Mr. Green 
entered the water Mr. Green was singing the 
song “‘ Muddy Water.”’ He heard Miss 
Uarey, who was about eight yards out, cry 
for help. Miss WattsChard went to her 
assistance. ‘The twu.girls got into difficulties, 
and called out to Mr, Green, who swam 
towards them, but before he could get. to 

he himself got into difficulties. Mr.

FOR IRISH OPEN. 
SUCCESS OF THE CORK 
FIXTURE ASSURED.

HE entries for the Irish Open Champion- 
1 ship, play in which will begin on next 
Tuesday over the Cork Club s course at 
le Island, will have closed this morning 
with the Hon. Secretary of the Championship 
Committee, Mr. William Fitzsimmons, 89 
Talbot street, Dublin. 
Last evening the total reached one hundred 
nd eleven, which, in the prevailing condi- 
ns, is regarded, 'and rightly so, as remark- 
ible testimony to the popularity of the fixture, 
which has now assumed an importance 
nd only to the Open Championship. No 
ir tournament played in these countries 
attracted entries so representative of the 
professional playing strength of England, 
ireland, Scotland and Wales. As a matter of 
fact, the “field ” at Little Island, so far as 
fessional golf is coneerned, will, in point 
ass, be the strongest that has competea 
for the ‘title, a number of the younger men 
lave come into prominence in the last 
iple of years having entered for the first 
time. ] ndeed, the only notable absentee will 
be Chai les W hitcombe, the winner in 1930, at 
Portrush. 
te re is a comparison of the entries since 
nauguration of the championship: 1927,

Coal In. 


Vessels Arrive 


At Dundalk. 
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Nine 


From Our Own CorRRESPONDENT. 
DUNDALK, Monday. 


No German coal has yet reached Dundalk. 
Nine colliers brought in supplies of English 
and Scottish coal to the port, which serves 
a great area of country extending back to 
the West, last week. Our representative was 
told by one of the largest coal importers in 
the town that there was an unprecedented 
rush for coal, both immediately before and 
after the imposition of the tax, with the 
result that the stocks in the yards became 
depleted. Therefore, coal had to be imported 
in large quantities to bring stocks back to 
normal. The Free State Government’s tax of 
5s. per ton is payable, it is stated, on arrival 
of the vessels; and this, on last week’s 
cargoes, totals approximately £800. 


DEATH OF MR. H. WIGODER.

The death occurred suddenly yesterday at Bray, 
County Wicklow, of Mr. Harry Wigoder, a weil- 
known member of the Jewish community in 
Dublin. 

Mr. Wigoder was one of the pioneers of Associa- 
tion football in Dublin, and at one period chairman 
of the Leinster Foothall Association. For many 
years he was one of our leading Irish football 
legislators, and represented the Leinster Associa- 
tion on the old Council of the LF.A. There 
were few hetter judges of a footballer, and many 
young. local players owed their advancement in the 
game to the interest he took in them, and the 
‘influence he wielded in several English and 
Scottish clubs. 
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
